Rescuing Raid Victims^ 


A typical alarm reached the garago 


one morning at one o'clock. A bomb 
bad struck a five story building and i 
crumbled the ton fioors Into a mass of 
•wreckage, supported oaJy by the slea- 
de- Iroa pillars of the ground fioor. 
The ambulance and firemen made their 
•way Into the wreck from the rear base- 
ment and heard a man celling for help 
from the front of the building. By the 
aid of flash lights two firemen and two 
ambulance men. treading like cats lest 
they might bring down a mass ol 
beams, finally got within fifteen feet 
of the imprisoned tenant. The res- 
cuers crowded through, a narrow rent 
In a wall Into a small room, where a I 
single thin Iron pillar held up hun-j 
dreds of tons of debris. A hole was 
cat Into the wall, only to find an Iron; 
Stove In the way! This stove was' 
smashed with hatchets and drawn, 
piece by piece, through the hole In the 
•wall. One of the men crawled through 
and got the victim, who was hurt, but 
fortunately not seriously. While they 
were moving him there came a sudden i 
slipping—a cn>sh overhead.

nately the little Iron pillar held, end I 
the party was able to back out Into j 
the alley, carrying the Injured man. j 
He was placed in a Red Cross ambu- 
lance and rushed to a hospital. 


When the rescue group took another 


look at the front of the building they 
found that the slip had plied thirty 
feet of solid wreckage in the room 
rvSiere the stove had been.
